Paris, Jan. 2.—Members of the 
French delegation should have lost no 
time in giving their views of the 
American plan for limitation cf na¬ 
val armaments, it was declared by 
newspapers here to-day. “Pertinax,” 
political editor of The Echo de Paris, 
resented charges of imperialism ind 
militarism against France, and re¬ 
ferred bitterly to the conduct of 
England. 

“Obviously the American pro¬ 
gramme implied," he declared, “that 
all navies should be of the same type, 
and that the same ratio fixed for 
capital ships should apply to small 
units and submarines. Without 
waiting wc should have asserted our 
right to a navy built according to 
other conceptions. 

"We postponed such action, con- I 
tenting ourselves with answering 
present questions and taking every i 
opportunity to flatter our trans- 
Atlantic friends, who wefe accepting 
everything given them at its face 
value. They were afterwards aston¬ 
ished to find how our ideas were full 
of tucks and folds. Our leaders 
made the same mistake in 1919 In 
dealing with President Wilson and 
were similarly accused of duplicity.’ 

More Bitter. 

St Brice, in The Journal, was more 
bitter in his comment. "England 
won a magnificent game," he as¬ 
serted. "and has succeeded in realiz¬ 
ing a European hegemony such as no 
j nation ever has known, and has

Washington, Jan. 2.—Suppression 
of the drug and liquor traffic has 
bepn undertake as one of the first 
reforms of the "United States of 
India," proclaimed yesterday, accord¬ 
ing to a statement issued to-day by 
Sailendra N. Ghoz, director of the 
American Commission to Promote 
Self-Government In India. 

Mr. Ghoz declared that within the 
last month seventy per cent, of the 
opium shops and sixty per cent, of 
the liquor shops in British India had 
been closed through the activities of 
the Nationalist volunteers' pickets. 

"Suppression has now been de¬ 
creed,” he added, “and in districts 
v. here the Provisional Government is 
functioning, drugs and liquor will 
only be obtainable for medicinal pur¬ 
poses." 

Mr. Ghoz said that revenues from 
the traffic, from which "Britain de¬ 
rived an income of many millions,” 
were cut off by the decree.

Good Will Should Increase. 
Says Mr. King 


Dublin, Jan. 2.—Tho members of 
the Dail Eireann, who spent the holi¬ 
days at their liomes are returning to 
Dublin for the resumption of the ses¬ 
sions of the Dail to-morrow. 

During the past week, Irish public 
opinion seemingly has strengthened 
in favor of the peace treaty, and the 
supporters of the treaty in the Dail 
to-day expressed far more confidence 
of - ratification of the document than 
at any time since the debate opened. 
Their most, conservative estimates 
are for a majority of about twelve, 
and in setting that figure they de¬ 
clare they leave out of consideration 
the possibility of a considerable 
number of opponents of the treaty 
abstaining from voting. Estimates of 
the sentiment of the people through¬ 
out the country on the issue vary 
from seventy-five to ninety-five per 
cent, in favor of the treaty. 

Out of all the local boards through¬ 
out the South and West of Ireland, 
which have expressed themselves 
with regard to the treaty, the Bantry 
Board of Guardians still stands alone 
as opposed to its acceptance. 

Comments. 

Dublin, Jan. 2.—The question of 
outstanding interest in the Irish 
situation discussed by the Dublin 
newspapers this morning is the effect 
expressions of public sentiment in 
favor of ratification of the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty will have on its oppo¬ 
nents in the Dail Eireann. The Free¬ 
man’s Journal and Tho lrish ; Inde¬ 
pendent declare the will of the 
people must prevail, The Freeman s 
Journal saying: 

"Nq sophistry, however fine spun, 
can disguise the fact that to thwart 
this will would be to betray a sacred 
trust. That sort of treachery makes 
no appeal to Irishmen.” 

The Independent expresses the ut¬ 
most confidence that the opponents 
of thf* treaty in the Dali will kaad the 
popular voice, but a political writer in 
The Irish Times says there Is no 
ground for the belief that when tho 
Dail meets to-morrow it will be any 
better disposed toward ratification. 1 *

Journal saying that if his appeal 
meets with the response it deserves 
peace will not be long delayed. 

"The tiniest spark of good feeling 
shown by the six counties.” it adds, 
"would kindle bonfires throughout 
Ireland."

14,500 Britishers Migrated in 
Twelve Months 


OMEN’S PUMrS, $3.45 


London, Jan. 1.—(Canadian Presa). 

| —New Zealand's population has been 
increased by 14,500 British people in 
the past twelve months, according to 
the latest return furnished by the 
New Zealand Immigration Depart¬ 
ment. This is the largest total of new 
arrivals there in any single year for 
-the past forty years. The British Gov¬ 
ernment assisted 5,286 under the Im¬ 
perial Overseas Settlement Sfheme, 
and of the remainder nearly 5.0CO 
were assisted by the New Zealand 
Government. The Dominion census 
of 1916 gave the population as fol¬ 
lows; Exclusive of aborigines. 14)99.- 
449; Maoris, 49.776. and Cook Island¬ 
ers. 12,797; a total of 1,162,022. 

“Premier W. F. Massey's Govern¬ 
ment has always encouraged immi¬ 
gration, and there is no doubt that 
the Dominion needs more population." 
says the Wellington correspondent ot 
a London paper. "In every industry 
the shortage of labor has been felt. 
Ever since the repatriation of the 
New Zealand Expeditionary Foret* 
was completed immigrants have ar¬ 
rived in the Dominion in small 
hatches, and still there is room for 
more. The officials at the. head of 
affairs here say thht 'not in one 
single case of assisted or Oversea* 
Settlement immigrants can it be said 
that the Department was unable to 
supply accommodation immediately 
upon arrival and to offer employment 
within forty-eight hours of entranco 
into the Dominion.’ ” 

Opposition. 

The leaders of the New Zealand 
labor Party have opposed the immi¬ 
gration scheme practically from its 
Inception, according to the corre¬ 
spondent They admit that there is 
room in the Dominion for million's of 
British people, but they argue that 
the time for the encouragement of 
immigration is not yet. At first they 
gave the housing shortage as their 
reason, and now they oppose the en¬ 
couragement of immigration on the 
score of unemployment, caused by 
financial stringency and depressed 
markets. The Government modified 
its policy to the extent of requiring 
that until the situation Improves as 
sisted immigrants need to have ac¬ 
commodation and employment guar¬ 
anteed them. Contrary to the ex¬ 
pectations of the Labor leaders, the 
flow of immigrants has not ceased or 
even dwindled down, but has con¬ 
tinued as though the limitation did 
not exist. 

“Probably the most important fea¬ 
ture of the Dominion's immigration 
policy is nomination.” says the corre¬ 
spondent. “Any respectable and 
healthy Briton may enter the Do¬ 
minion. but those who expect to re¬ 
ceive Government assistance In the 
form of steamship passage at a re¬ 
duced fare are required to be nomi.i- 
nted by some person already in the 
Dominion. It frequently happens that 
a married man will come to the Do¬ 
minion alone, and, having secured a 
foothold, will nominate his wife and j 
children.

Ottawa. Jan. 2.—The Dominion 
Board of Railway Commissioners in 
the application of the Frank Hill Cattle 
Company, Ltd., and J. M. Dillion. of 
Cayley, Alberta, for leave to com¬ 
mence action against the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company for the re¬ 
covery of damages for alleged excess 
charges on certain live-stock shipped 
to Chicago finds that the application 
does not fall within the powers of 
the Board. The Judgment dealing 
with the matter, written by Assist¬ 
ant Chief Commissioner C. J. Mc¬ 
Lean, says: 

"As I read the Railway Act. it is 
therefore open to the applicants, 
without the Intervention of the 
Board, to pursue their right, if any. 
in a court of competent Jurisdiction.*’ 

The dispute arose out of the collec¬ 
tion of freight and feed charges in 
American funds. 


Vancouver, Jan. 2.—Loss estimated j 
at more than $20,000 was caused Sat- : 
urday evening by fire which destroy- ! 
ed the Alaska Bar and the To Mci Ho 
chop sucy restaurant, above, at 382 
Powell Street. Insurance to the 
amount of 3 1 .2.400 was carried on the 
premises by the proprietor, R. Van- 
agimura. The fire was of a most 
Bpectacular nature, and five Chinese 
employees who slept on the top floor 
of the premises were cut off and 
barely escaped with their lives after 
making a dash down a flaming stair¬ 
way. They lost practically all their 
clothing and their savings accumulat¬ 
ed during many months. 

Guests of the World Hotel on the 
east side of the burned building and 
the Sun Rooms, to the west, were 
driven to the street in scanty attire, 
carrying their belongings with them. 

Little damage was done to the 
World Hotel, but the Sun Rooms suf¬ 
fered considerable loss through wa‘er 
damage caused by the efforts of ama • 
teur firemen. Inmates of the Sun 
Rooms attempted to bring a fire hose 
in the building Into action, but broke 
the line, causing a heavy stream of 1 
water to he turned lose on the second 
floor. This water came through the 
ceiling of the store of R. Shibuyna A 
Company, fancy goods, doing damage 
estimated at $2,000. 

The fire started on the ground 
floor of the premises, formerly iter¬ 
ated as a soft drink bar, but vacated 
several days ago. The fire officials 
believe that embers falling down the 
chimney of the building dropped 
through an uucovered flue Into the 
hack room of the bar and set fire to 
the woodwork. 

Gained Start. 

The fire was not discovered until It 
had a hold on practically the whole 
building, and then by the Chineao 
employees on the tipper floor. They 
escaped one by one by dashing 
through the flames that enveloped the 
rear stairway of the place. At first it 
was thought that some of them had 
been burned to death, but all were lo¬ 
cated. 

Instead of telephoning the alarm or 
ringing in a telegraph box, one of the 
Orientals ran to No. 1 Hall and no¬ 
tified the firemen. This added delay 
allowed the building to be completely 
enveloped in flames before the flre- 
ment could got their hose lines laid. 

Within an hour after receivlng~the 
alarm the firefighters under Assistant 
Chief C. Thompson had the blaze un¬ 
der control and other buildings safe.
